a. Placing a head cap over the hair of the person whose hair is to be 
colored, wherein said cap is made of plastic, foam, or rubber, or 
waterproof fabric, wherein said cap is provided with a plurality of long 
narrow slits cut into the head cap such that shanks of hair can be pulled 
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through any such slit for hair coloring, and wherein the slits are configured 
in two or more orientations, wherein the slits have length in the range of 1" 
to 4" and width in the range of 1/64" to and wherein the slits are 
spaced apart with spacing in the range of W to 2", and wherein said slit* 
are zjg-zaq sha pprf; 

b. Pulling shanks of hair through said slits; 

c. Treating said hair shank by coloring, frosting, foiling, bleaching or 
dying; and 

d. Repeating steps (b) through (c) until the hair is the treatment is done. 
26. (New) A method of treating hair, comprising steps of: 

a. Placing a head cap over the hair of the person whose hair is to be 
colored, wherein said cap is made of plastic, foam, or rubber, or 
waterproof fabric, wherein said cap is provided with a plurality of long 
narrow slits cut into the head cap such that shanks of hair can be pulled
